NOTE: The proposed amendment causes pre-registration step of the Independent claims to include priotizing personal 
contact information and transactional information again other customers. This raises new issues that would require further consideration. 

Continuation of 1 1 . NOTE: does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant repeats arguments which 
were previously presented and are not persuasive. Applicant argues that neither Nakfoor, Reference U (Ticketmaster; see sheet PTO-892 
dated 9/30/05) or the combination of both discloses, "software means located on said server for allowing said customer to pre-register with 
said on-line transaction system by entering personal contact infomiation and transactional information regarding desired transactions into 
said transaction system database, and wherein said software means priortizes said personal contact information and transactional 
information against other customer based on said pre-registration," as similiarly recited in indepdent claims 1 and 4. The applicant further 
argues that Reference U Is a non-enabling, non-technical document. In response to applicant's arguments against the references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller. 642 F,2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. CIr. 
1986). The examiner notes that the combination of Nakfoor and Reference U is enabling in that it teaches it would be obvious to modify 
the system and method of Nakfoor to include pre-registration by user, as evidenced by Reference U, page 3.
